Friends, 

It is with excitement and happiness that my office unveiled a brochure this week titled, “Listos Para 
Manejar?” that acts as a resource for undocumented immigrants who are seeking a California driver 
license under AB 60 that goes into effect on January 1, 2015. 

I am excited to see that an unreasonable policy of denying undocumented immigrants the ability to apply 
for a California driver license is coming to an end in a few weeks. This has been a struggle that I have 
fought against while I was in the state legislature since 1998. 

Now we begin our work to educate our community to make sure every eligible driver applies for a 
license and passes the test. We need every eligible driver tested, licensed, and insured to make our 
streets safer. 

The Spanish brochure provides information about who to call, lays out the process, what types of 
documents are needed, and even provides sample DMV test questions for practice for those individuals 
seeking to obtain a driver license. 

If you would like a copy, or would like to assist us in our educational outreach efforts, please contact my 
office.

LEGISLATIVE UPDATE 
Immigration Linkages 

This week, to address President Obama’s Executive Action on Immigration, Councilmember Gil Cedillo 
introduced legislation directing City Departments, including the Housing and Community Investment 
Department and the Economic & Workforce Development Department, to explore the possibility of 
creating partnerships with nonprofits to provide immigration services, workshops, and give referrals in a 
seamless manner. 

The legislation also directs the Library Department to report back on the feasibility of establishing similar 
services such as the family source centers, and further requests the City’s Chief Legislative Analyst to 
report on other departments that can host immigration services and/or give referrals to community based 
organizations. 

We must do what we can as a City to provide access to resources for immigrants seeking information. 
Having immigration services within our departments can help to create clearinghouses of information 
throughout the City while serving as a barrier against fraudulent activities that may prey upon 
undocumented immigrants. 
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Immigration Presentation 

On Wednesday, at the request of Council President Herb Wesson and the City Council, Dr. Linda Lopez, 
Chief of Mayor’s Garcetti’s Office of Immigration Affairs provided a presentation on how President 
Obama’s Executive Action will impact the City of Los Angeles. 

The presentation was necessary in order that the Council can better plan for providing services to those 
eligible for assistance. According to the USC Center for the Study of Immigrant Integration, out of the 
nearly 1 million individuals eligible for the Deferred Action for Parents and Accountability (DAPA), there 
are about 156,000 in Los Angeles. There are an additional 66,000 eligible for the Deferred Action for 
Childhood Arrivals (DACA) in Los Angeles. 

Dr. Lopez recommended that the City Council assist in the implementation of the enrollment program 
that the Mayor’s Office is undertaking in coordination with various groups, including the White House. 


Team Cedillo will continue to work closely with the Mayor's Office to make sure that the needs of the 
immigrant community are being met given the tremendous need to outreach and educate. 


Art Development Fee 

On Monday, during a special joint meeting, the Arts, Parks, Health, Aging, River and Audit Committees 
addressed a report from the Chief Legislative Analyst and the Department of Cultural Affairs relative to 
expenditure plans, administrative guidelines, and disbursements in connection with the Arts 
Development Fee. 

The Arts Development Fee is a program that requires that 1% of the construction valuation for new 
municipal and private commercial developments be set aside for the creation of art within the public 
realm. The revisions to the Arts Development Fee Trust Fund will have as a result the opportunity to 
expand and support a greater variety of arts and cultural activities in District 1 and throughout the City of 
Los Angeles. 


Food Street Vending 

This past Tuesday, at the Economic Development Committee, we took up the issue of Street Vending, 
which has been an ongoing topic of discussion that is important to many residents of the First District. 
The Chief Legislative Analyst submitted a report outlining the permitting of vendors both on sidewalks 
and in parks. 

Prior to the report, public comment were made by proponents-mostly vendors from various areas and 
advocates such as ELACC/CHIRLA outlining a need for a process for people just trying to make a living 
and by opponents-Business Improvement Districts, Home Owner Associations, brick and mortar 
business owners who claimed unfair competition, trash, and health hazards as problems that would be 
increased by permitting. 

The report mainly called for various departments-public works, police department, and health 
department to outline detailed costs for implementing a process. The Committee agreed the proposal 
needed more vetting to add details and costs and requested a report back in 90 days to Council. 
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Councilmember Cedillo stated, "This is an idea whose time has come. There is no question that this is 
going to happen."

On Wednesday, during the Public Works and Gang Reduction Committee meeting, a package of seven 
motions by Councilmember Buscaino were heard by the committee. The motions are intended to 
maximize efficiency and cut costs when fixing our streets. 

A series of presentations by different departments provided a framework to understand the technology 
and tools utilized to fix the streets of the City of Los Angeles. At the end of each presentation, direction 
was provided to the departments to continue identifying ways to address the challenges of our complex 
street network.

Over 100 community 
members participated andenjoyed a festive evening that included musical entertainment, holiday 
carolers and dancers. Children were able to take photos with Santa Claus while everyone enjoyed hot 
chocolate or champurado with pan dulce.

21st Annual World Aids Day in Lincoln Park (Conrado) 

On Monday, December 1st, Councilmember Gil Cedillo joined The Wall Las Memorias Project at their 
annual, Noche de las Memorias, a commemoration of World AIDS Day at their Wall Monument at 
Lincoln Park. Over 250 people attended the somber event featuring MC Laura Diaz, longtime television 
journalist. 

It was an evening of reflection that was filled with music, inspirational speakers, remembrance, and 
prayer. At this empowering community event, new names were unveiled at The AIDS Monument in a 
special candle-lighting ceremony—the ceremony also coincided with the 10th anniversary of the 
completion of the Monument. 

Several participants in the audience shared their heartfelt personal stories on why Noche de Memorias 
is an important event in their lives. Councilmember Cedillo shared when he was general manager of 
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SEIU 660 now SEIU 721, they made one of the first contributions from the labor movement to build the 
monument and later as State Senator secured $400,000 from the State of California, becoming its 
largest donor. 

As the AIDS epidemic continues to impact communities across the country the Las Memorias AIDS 
Monument in Lincoln Park, Los Angeles continues to anchor the work of The Wall- Las Memorias 
Project in local communities and across the country. What began as a local community project, 
blossomed into the first publicly funded AIDS monument in the nation. 

In 2004, after a years-long battle with opposition, the first publicly funded AIDS monument in the nation 
was dedicated before thousands of supporters and community leaders. Las Memorias AIDS Monument 
now has over 360 names etched into it — the names of people who have died from AIDS complications.

Safe Streets Community Workshops 

This past week, Team Cedillo held a series of workshops in the First District in order to understand 
community views on street safety and in preparation for grant funding that will make our streets safer for 
pedestrians, bicyclists & transit riders. 

We invited the general public to share ideas and suggestions on how to slow and calm traffic, improve 
connections to public transit, develop safe routes to schools, re-design commercial corridors, and 
beautify our streets in their specific communities. 

These were the first of several public meetings that will occur throughout the first district and Team 
Cedillo, specifically Special Projects Deputy Sharon Lowe has been working diligently for months on 
developing and getting feedback from specific stakeholder groups on our safe streets projects. 

Street Safety Avenue 26 Workshop 

The first series of four community workshops was held on Tuesday at the LA River Center in Cypress 
Park that focuses on improvements for pedestrians, bicyclist, and motorist traveling on Ave 26 between 
Lacey St and N. San Fernando Rd. 

Twenty three people ventured in heavy rain to attend this important workshop to share their personal 
experiences with observing accidents and discuss ideas on lighting, reducing vehicle speed, and 
improving conditions for pedestrians, bicyclist, and transit riders.

Street Safety Figueroa Corridor Workshop 

On Wednesday evening was our second workshop. Local residents faced the rain once more. The 
workshop was hosted at Monte Vista Elementary to discuss public safety improvements along the North 
Figueroa corridor in Highland Park. 

Business owners and community activists came together to discuss improvements such as street 
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lighting, greening, and other safety and beautification measures they would like to see on Figueroa. 
Some of the community highlights were to slow down traffic, add bike lanes and improve street safety. 

Street Safety 110 Freeway Workshop 

Our third community outreach workshop for CD1 Street Safety was on Thursday December 4th, with 24 
residents of Westlake and Pico Union joined Team Cedillo to discuss one of their more pressing safety 
concerns and the need for improvement of the multiple 110 freeway underpasses. 

This particular public safety project focuses on the underpasses of 110 freeway including Temple Street, 
James Wood Boulevard, Olympic Boulevard,11th Street, 12th Street, Pico Boulevard, and Venice 
Boulevard. The community shared their experiences, concerns, and suggested improvements including 
lighting, landscaping and art. 

Some of the meeting highlights for underpass improvement were improved lighting, keep it clean and 
make it safer for pedestrians and bicyclists.

IN MEMORIAM 
Bob Baker 

Puppeteer Bob Baker, co-founder of the oldest and longest-running children’s theater company in Los 
Angeles history, died this past Friday at age 90. We were honored to celebrate his birthday at City 
Council this year. 


Baker and his partner, Alton Wood, created the Bob Baker Marinette Theater in 1963 and in 2009, it was 
designated a Los Angeles historical cultural monument. 

In addition to theater work, Baker and his company performed puppet shows around the world. His 
puppetry was featured in the movies “Bedknobs and Broomsticks,” “Close Encounters of The Third Kind” 
and the 1954 version of “A Star is Born” with Judy Garland. 

Baker, a Hollywood High School graduate who lived in the same Los Angeles house his entire life, 
served in the Army Air Corps during World War II. Following the war, Baker became a TV pioneer, 
producing the puppet show “Adventures of Bobo,” beginning in 1947. 

His studio gave a start to Bob Clampett, who later created the popular animated network TV show 
“Beany and Cecil.” Baker was animation adviser to a number of film studios, including Disney. 


Dolores Wong 

Dolores Wong was born in Vallejo, California on September 24, 1921. She passed away on November 
23 peacefully in her sleep. 


She was preceded in death by her husband of 58 years, Judge Delbert E. Wong. She is survived by 
children Shelley (the Reverend Tyrone Pitts); Duane (Joanne); Kent (Jai); and Marshall; grandsons 
Sandy Pitts, Ryan and Robin Wong. Dolores was a fourth-generation Californian whose great¬ 
grandfather arrived in San Francisco in 1852. 

Dolores was the first person in her family to attend college, graduating from University of California 
Berkeley in 1942 and receiving a Master’s Degree from Smith College in 1946. She worked as a 
psychiatric social worker in Boston, New Orleans, and Sacramento until the birth of her children. She 
became a full-time mother but invested many years in community volunteer activities. Her happiest and 
most satisfying contribution was to help fund and establish the first public library in Los Angeles 
Chinatown. 

Honors received during her lifetime include awards from the YWCA, Organization of Chinese 
Americans, Asian Pacific Women’s Network, Leadership Education for Asian Pacifies, Chinatown Public 
Safety Association, and Friends of the Chinese American Museum. Friends wishing to honor her 
memory may contribute to Friends of the Chinatown Library, Asian Americans Advancing Justice-LA, 
Chinese American Museum, or the East-West Players. 
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Councilmember Cedillo has worked with the members of the family throughout the years and have 
known her children as part of the Bruin family and Peoples College of Law alumni. We send our deepest 
condolences to the family.
